An  ordinance  to  refund  to  the  Association  of  Veterans 
of  the  Mexican  War  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300)

paid  by  said  Association  to  the  city,  in  or- 
der to  locate  the  monument  to  the  Maryland- 
ers who  were  killed  in  the  Mexican  War, 
there  erected  bv  said  Association.

13Q.  Walls  lieretofore  built  for  or  used 
as  party  walls,  whose  thickness  at  the  time 
of  their  erection  was  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  then  existing  laws,  but 
Avhicli  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance,  may  be  used, 
if  in  good  condition,  for  the  ordinary  uses 
of  party  walls;  provided,  the  height  of  the 
same  be  not  increased.  Any  building,  the 
erection  of  which  was  commenced  in  accord- 
ance with  specifications  and  plans  submit- 
ted to  and  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, if  properly  constructed  and  in  safe 
condition,  may  be  completed  or  built  upon 
in  accordance  Avith  the  requirements  of  law 
as  to  the  thickness  of  walls  in  force  at  the 
time  when  such  specifications  and  plans 
were  approved. 

131\.  In  no  case  shall  any  wall  or  walls  of 
any  building  be  carried  up  more  than  two 
stories  in  advance  of  any  other  wall,  except 
by  permission  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 
But  tliis  i)rohibition  shall  not  include  the 
enclosure  walls  for  skeleton  buildings.  The 
front,  rear,  side  and  party  walls  shall  be 
pi'operly  bonded  together  or  anchored  to 
each  otlier  every  six  feet  in  their  height  by 
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wroiijxht  iron  tie  anchors  not  less  than  one 
and  one-half  inches  by  three-eij^hths  of  an 
incli  in  size,  and  not  h^ss  than  twenty- four 
Indies  in  length.  The  side  anchors  shall  be 
built  into  the  side  or  party  walls  not  less 
than  sixteen  inches,  and  into  the  front  and 
rear  walls  so  as  to  secure  the  front  and  rear 
walls  to  the  sidp  or  party  walls  when  not 
built  and  bonded  toj^ether.  All  exterior 
piers  shall  be  anchored  to  the  beams  or  gir- 
ders on  the  level  of  each  tier.  The  walls 
and  beams  of  every  building  during  the  erec- 
tion or  alteration  thereof,  shall  be  strongly 
braced  from  the  beams  of  each  story,  and 
when  required,  shall  be  braced  from  tlie  out- 
side until  the  building  is  enclosed.

13S.  Openings  for  doors  and  windows  in 
all  V)uildings  shall  have  good  and  sutllicient 
arches  of  stone,  brick  or  terra  cotta,  wM 
built  and  keyed  with  good  and  suflficient 
abutments,  or  lintels  of  stone,  iron  or  steel 
of  sutiicient  strength,  which  shall  have  a 
bearing  at  each  end  of  not  less  than  eight 
inches  on  the  wall.  On  the  inside  of  all 
openings  in  which  lintels  shall  be  Irss  than 
the  thickness  of  the  wall  to  be  supported, 
there  shall  be  timber  lintels,  which  shall 
rest  at  each  end  not  more  than  four  inches 
on  any  wall,  which  shall  be  chamtVred  at 
each  end  and  shall  have  a  suitable  arch 
turned  over  the  timber  lintel.  Or  the  inside 
lintel  may  be  of  cast  iron  or  wrought  iron  or

13T.  All  masonry  arches  shall  be  capable 
of  sustaining  the  weight  and  pressure  which 
they  are  designed  to  carry,  and  the  stress  at 
any  point  shall  not  exceed  the  working 
stress  for  the  material  used,  as  given  in  this 
ordinance.  Tie  rods  shall  be  used  where  ne- 
cessary to  secure  stability.  All  exterior  and 
division  or  party  walls  over  fifteen  feet  high, 
excepting  where  such  walls  are  to  be  finish- 
ed with  cornices,  gutters  or  crown  mould- 
ings, shall  have  parapet  walls  not  less  than 
eight  inches  in  thickness  and  carried  two 
feet  above  the  roof.  But  for  warehouses, 
factories,  stores  and  other  buildings  used 
for  commercial  or  manufacturing  purposes, 
the  parapet  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  thir- 
teen inches  in  thickness  and  carried  three 
feet  above  the  roof.  And  all  such  walls  shall 
be  coped  with  stone,  terra  cotta  or  cast  iron. 
In  all  walls  that  are  built  hollow  the  same 
quantity  of  stone,  brick  or  concrete  shall  be 
used  in  their  construction  as  if  they  were 
built  solid,  as  in  this  ordinance  provided. 
And  no  hollow  wall  shall  be  built  unless  the 
parts  of  same  are  connected  b}^  proper  ties, 
either  of  brick,  stone  or  iron,  placed  not  over 
twenty-four  inches  apart.  The  inside  four 
inches  of  all  walls  may  be  built  of  hard 
burnt,  hollow  brick,  properly  tied  and  bond- 
ed into  the  walls,  and  of  the  dimensions  of 
the  ordinary  brick.  Where  hollow  tile  or 
porous  terra  cotta  blocks  are  used  as  lining 
or  furring  for  walls,  they  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  the  measurement  of  the  thickness 
of  such  walls. 
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i;U'.  licccsscs  for  stairways  and  elevators 
may  be  left  in  the  fcmndation  or  cellar  walls 
of  all  l)nil(lin«is,  bnt  in  no  case  shall  the 
walls  he  of  less  thickness  than  the  walls  of 
the  fourth  story,  unless  reinforced  by  addi- 
tional ]>iers  with  iron  or  stec^l  nirders,  or 
iron  or  steel  columns  and  j^irders,  securely 
anchored  to  walls  on  each  side.  Recesses 
for  alcoves  and  similar  ])ur])oses  shall  have 
not  less  than  eij^ht  inches  of  brick-work  at 
the  back  of  such  recesses,  and  such  recesses 
shall  be  not  more  than  eight  fcn^t  in  width, 
and  shall  be  arched  over  or  spanned  with 
iron  or  steel  lintels,  and  not  carried  up 
hijjher  than  eighteen  inches  below  the  bot- 
tom of  the  beams  of  the  floor  next  above. 
No  chase  for  water  or  other  pi])es  shall  be 
made  in  any  pier,  and  in  no  wall  more  than 
one-third  of  its  thickness.  The  chases 
around  said  pipe  or  pipes  shall  be  tilled  up 
with  solid  masonry  for  the  space  of  one  foot 
at  the  top  and  bottom  of  each  story.  No 
horizontal  recess  or  chase  in  any  walls  shall 
be  allowed  exceeding  four  feet  in  length 
without  p(^rmission  of  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  having  jurisdiction.

materials  to  be  used  in  the  walls  shall  be 
submitted  with  the  application  to  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings,  who  shall  determine 
by  this  ordinance  and  examples  of  work  of 
similar  methods  and  materials  the  proper 
thickness  for  walls.  Such  walls  shall  be 
built  perfectly  plumb  and  shall  not  be  con- 
structed during  freezing  weather,  and  no 
material  containing  cement  shall  be  used  in 
said  wall  after  it  has  attained  its  first  set. 
Any  batches  or  remnants  of  materials  con- 
taining cement  not  used  on  the  first  set  shall 
be  condemned  and  removed,  whether  in  the 
wall  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  work,  as  re- 
quired by  this  ordinance.  Concrete  w^alls 
shall  not  be  located  as  party  walls  except  by 
written  consent  of  adjoining  owners  pre- 
viously filed  with  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.

walls,  the  said  columns  shall  be  of  cast  iron; 
wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel,  and  on  their 
outer  and  inner  surfaces  be  constructed  to 
resist  fire  by  having  a  casing  of  brick-work 
or  approved  fireproof  material  not  less  than 
nine  inches  in  thickness  on  the  outer  sur- 
faces, nor  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness 
on  the  inner  surfaces,  and  all  bonded  into 
the  enclosure  walls.  The  sides  of  the  iron 
or  steel  girders  shall  be  similarly  covered  in 
with  brick-work  or  fireproof  material  not 
less  than  four  inches  in  thickness  on  the 
outer  surfaces  and  tied  and  bonded,  but  the 
extreme  outer  edge  of  the  flanges  or  beams 
or  plates  or  angles  connected  to  the  beam 
may  project  to  within  two  inches  of  the  out- 
side surface  of  the  casing.

snpport  of  the  enclosure  wall  shall  be  placed 
at  the  tioor  line  of  each  story.

No 
wrou«!:ht  iron  or  rolled  steel  column  shall 
have  an  unsupported  length  of  more  than 
forty  times  the  least  lateral  dimension  or 
diameter,  except  as  modititnl  by  this  ordi- 
nance, and  also  except  in  such  cases  as  the 
InsjHK^tor  of  Buildings  may  especially  allow 
a  lireat  unsu])ported  length.

Steel  and  wronght  iron  columns  shall  be 
made  in  one,  two  or  three-story  lengths,  and 
the  materials  shall  be  rolled  in  one  length 
wherever  practicable  to  avoid  intermediate 
splices.  Where  any  part  of  the  section  of 
a  column  projects  beyond  that  of  the  col- 
umn below,  the  difference  shall  be  made  up 
by  filling  plates  secured  to  column  by  the 
proper  number  of  rivets.  Shoes  of  iron  or 
steel,  as  described  for  cast  iron  columns,  or 
built  shoes  of  plates  and  shapes  may  be 
used,  complying  with  same  requirements. 
Cast  iron  columns  shall  not  have  a  less  di- 
ameter than  five  inches  or  less  thickness 
than  three-quarters  of  an  inch;  nor  shall 
they  have  an  unsupported  length  of  more 
than  twenty  times  their  least  lateral  dimen- 
sions of  diameter,  except  as  modified  by  this 
ordinance,  and  except  the  same  may  form 
part  of  an  elevator  inclosure  or  staircase.  All 
cast  iron  columns  shall  be  of  good  work- 
manship and  material.  The  top  and  bottom 
flanges,  seats  and  lugs  shall  be  of  ample 
strength,  reinforced  by  fillets  and  brackets. 
Thej'  shall  be  not  less  than  one  inch  in  thick- 
ness when  finished.  All  columns  must  be 
faced  at  the  ends  to  a  true  surface  perpen- 
dicular to  the  axis  of  the  column.

15A.  Iron  or  steel  posts  or  columns  Avith 
one  or  more  open  sides  and  backs  shall  have 
solid  iron  plates  on  top  of  each,  excepting 
where  pierced  for  the  passage  of  pipes. 
Rivets  in  flanges  shall  be  spaced  so  that  the 
least  value  of  a  rivet  for  either  shear  or 
bearing  is  equal  or  greater  than  the  in- 
crement strain  due  to  the  distance  between 
adjoining  rivets.  All  other  rules  given  un- 
der riveting  shall  be  followed.  The  com- 
pression flange  of  plate  girders  shall  be  se- 
cured against  buckling  if  its  length  exceeds 
thirty  times  its  width.  If  splices  are  used, 
they  shall  fully  make  good  the  members 
spliced  in  either  tension  or  compression. 
Stiffen^rs  shall  be  provided  over  supports 
and  under  concentrated  loads.  They  shall 
be  of  sufficient  strength  as  a  column  to  carry 
loads  and  shall  be  connected  with  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  rivets  to  transmit  the 
stresses  into  the  web  plate.

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the  year  eiidiii^  June  30,  1!)02,  beiug  the  sum  of  eighty 
million  five  hundred  and  three  thousand  and  seventy-five 
(180,508,075  I  dollars,  and  tW  exports  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1903,  being  eighty-one  million  six  hundred 
and  seventy  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
(181,670,999  I  dollars;  and  tlie  value  of  the  imports  for 
the  year  ending  June  .'U),  1902,  being  twenty-two  million 
nine  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  (|22,94(),579 )  dollars,  and  for  the  year 
1903  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  million  eight  hundred  and

Whereas,  It  is  conceded  in  all  shipping  circles,  and 
also  in  the  recent  report  of  the  United  States  Engineer 
in  charge  of  this  district,  that  the  present  depth  of  water 
is  inadequate  for  the  full  draft  of  vessels  using  this 
port;  and  believing  that  the  ocean  carrying  trade  is  in 
consecjuence  much  impeded,  and  that  an  additional 
deptli  of  five  feet  to  the  ship  channel  is  a  present  neces- 
sity which,  if  granted,  would  become  commercially  ad- 
vantageous to  the  country,  and  a  substantial  investment, 
resulting  in  additional  revenue^  to  the  government;
